One must turn back to 1801, 
when John Marshall, himself a 
product of rough and ready 
partisan politics, became chief 
justice of the United States. 
Through his years on the bench 
he forged our present concept 
o: law and the Constitution, the 
idea that the nation’s great 
document was, and is, resilient 
and that it means what the Su- 
prome Court says it does. 

He, too. imposed the power of 
his personality and his will on 
tne tremendous, shaping. de- 
cisions which, like sharp cutting 
tools, have rough-hewed us into 
the shane we now possess aS a 
government of free peoples, liv- 
ing under law and the Consti- 
tution. 

Because of John Marshall, 
Federal Judge Learned Hand, 
one of the great intellects to 
grace the bench in our time, 
said of the Supreme Court Jus- 
tice’s power- in dealing with the 
scope of the’ Constitution: 

“The ‘words he must construe 
are empty vessels into which 
he can pour nearly anything he 
will.’’ 

Each of the nine justices has 
equal voice. But, in the pri- 
vate sessions of the.Court, when 
decisions and points of law are 
argued and discussed, the Chief 


person of persuasive will, exert 
great influence in creating a 
judicial climate and philosophy. 

In these discussions the Chief 
Justice speaks first. When the 
’ votes are taken his is the final 
one. 

These two facts, one persua- 
sive, one positive, provide him 
the meciwianics of power, limited 
only by his abilities in each 
field.

Shortly before noon yesterday 
the Supreme Court received a 
new Chief Justice. Governor 
Earl Warren of California will 
now join in determining how the 
empty vessels of Civil Rights, 
segregation, congressional _in- 
vestigations and their ultimate 
pewers, the constitutionality of 
portions of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
of Tidelands oil—and others— 
will be filled. 

And, assuredly, these are ves- 
sels large enough to require pro 
digious toil before they are 
filled. 

How important are they” 

Well, they are so important 
that one may say with safety 
that when the words are con- 
strued. when the vessels are 
filled, when the Constitution has 
been interpreted to mean what 
the Supreme Court says it 
means, then we will be; in a 
very real sense, a different coun- 
try, though yet the same. 

Not since slavery was abol- 
fished has the Court been pre- 
sented with questions which so 
closely touch the daily lives, 
customs, traditions and liberty 
of the people.

Depend on Korea 


No scenario writer, of whatever 
imaginative capacity, could hope to con- 
ceive of a more gripping, compelling, 
potentially world-destructive drama 
than that now being played out in the 
prisoner pens in Korea. 

There desperate men, who are quite 
literally chessmen in the great, slow, 
deeply studied game of power politics, 
are rioting against their Indian guards. 

There, too, Syngman Rhee, president 
of South Korea, possessed of an Amer- 
ican-trained-and-equipped army of 
400,000 men, considers releasing all the 
prisoners even if it means doing battle 
with the neutral Indian troops to do so. 

To this the Russians have added 
their usual supply of deceit, diplomatic 
curve balls and wrenches thrown into 
the delicate machinery of the U.N. 

There are about 15,000 anti-Com- 
munist Chinese and some 7,800 anti- 
Communist North Koreans in _ those 
pens. They currently are hostile toward 
the Americans and the U.N. for the 
agreement which made it possible for 
the Communists to present their “side” 
to all former members of their armies 
who now refuse repatriation. 

There is, unhappily, some basis for 
their bitterness. During the fighting 
we sought, by all means possible, to 
induce and persuade Communist troops 
to desert and come over to our side. 
We promised all aid and comfort. 
Thousands did. Some killed their Com- 
munist superiors and brought their 
equipment along. They are quite des- 
perate, fearful and aroused to a pitch 
where another desperate gamble with 
death would mean little to them. 

* * - 

India is acting well. The U.N. mem- 
bers of the neutral team report that in 
every vote to date the Indians have 
voted against the Polish and Czech 
Communist members of the U.N. team. 
The troops have behaved well. 

But President Rhee, who, in a sense, 
is.as desperate as these prisoners, knows 
that only a world war will give him 
his dream—a conquered, united Korea. 
He would like to see the world in- 
volved in all-out war to achieve that 
objective. 

He, too, is one of our creations—a 
creature of necessity brought on by war. 
In wartime he was a symbol. In peace, 
or trucetime, he is a vain and ruthless 
man, wanting war to consolidate his 
own small position. 

At any rate, there in‘the prisoner 
pens goes on much more than a struggle 
for the minds of the thousands involved. 
There moves there, too, a pageant of 
united effort to solve a problem of war 
and of political prisoners of war. This 
is the first war to produce such pris- 
oners in numbers. The future of world 
peace and the precedents for future 
treatment of prisoners are bound up in 
the same tough nut—the cracking of 
which is again delayed. 

Rhee, meanwhile, holds a_ torch 
which he may fling into the imflam- 
mables. 

It is an interesting time to be alive.

America’s Danger Is 


Greatest in H istory 


Any excuse for complacency con- 
cerning the threat to our survival posed 
by Soviet Russia’s possession of the 
H-bomb disappears with the sober 
words of Arthur S. Flemming, head of 
the Office of Defense Mobilization. 

Mr. Fleming tells us that not only 
does Russia have the hydrogen weapon, 
but the ability to use it, without ad- 
vance notice, on chosen targets in this 
country. 

His pens came almost simul-

taneously with another from Rep. W. 
Sterling Cole, chairman of the joint 
congressional committee on atomic en- 
ergy. In a television interview Sun- 
day, the New York Republican de- 
scribed the situation as “desperate.” 
He proposed spending an additional 
$10,000,000,000 a year to strengthen 
United States defenses against atomic 
attack. , 

Accenting these statements was an- 
other plea by Sen. Stuart Symington mn 
a New York address Sunday that the 
nation’s danger is so real we cannot af- 
ford to do other than to build such a 
powerful retaliatory force that Russia 
dare not attack. 

Pointing out that our atomic supe- 
riority is vanishing, the Missouri sen- 
ator said we cannot depend upon a 
“Maginot Line” concept in attempting 
to make this country an “electronic 
fortress.” We must, therefore, build 
such a powerful offensive force that 
anyone who attacks us will be destroyed. 

There is no doubt about it. The se- 
curity and survival of the United States 
are threatened as at no time in its his- 
tory. Faced with such a situation, few 
will disagree with Rep. Cole: “I don’t 
find it hard to choose between financial 
ruination for my country and atomic 
devastation.” 

In the meantime, the Kremlin is still 
stalling. It is now clear beyond doubt 
that Stalin’s successors have no inten- 
tion of negotiating their differences 
with the West. 

Malenkov and his henchmen will 
use the H-bomb threat to block the 
doors to peace. Any sign of weakness 
on our part and any failure to maintain 
such a retaliatory potential that attack 
would mean utter destruction of Russia 
will be invitation to suicide.

We hope the emergency 
housing chairman’s resignation will 
arouse Atlantans from their lethargy to 
active support of preparedness for that 
“worst.”

Residents of Oconee County will go 
to the polls today to decide whether to 
borrow $210,000 to help build better 
schools. If the proposed bond issue is 
approved, $450,000 in state funds will 
join the $120,000 local purse to improve 
white and Negro elementary schools 
and build a new white: high school.

Her Personality? 


There’s a war on in Savannah, a battle 
between the city’s famous squares and the 
automobile, 

It’s an old war but the lines have not 
changed much since they were drawn in 
the last century. One faction, representing 

wren Itself as the forces of 
4 inevitable progress, 
wants to abolish, or at 
least trim the squares. 
The conservationists 
want to preserve them, 
and argue that they are 
the chief distinction of 
the town. 

The progressives 
point to Savannah's 
growth and traffic prob- 

lems. They would trans- 
mute the grass and trees and flowering 
shrubs into asphalt and concrete, and try 
to measure their value in dollars anc cents. 

The traditionalists reply that Savannah’s 
traffic troubles are not even remotely con- 
nected with the size or shape of the squares, 
and that by destroying them, the city will 
swap something irreplaceable for a thing 
that can be duplicated in any thriving 


‘county seat. 


“‘What would Atlanta give to have these 
squares?’’ asks Joe Harrison, chairman of 
the Park and Tree Commission, and leader 
of the prosquare forces. ‘‘Can you imagine 
the citizens of Charleston, St. Augustine, 
Annapolis, or New Orleans permitting such 
relics to be destroyed, or mutilated beyond 
recognition ?”’ 

The Park and Tree Commission Was 
given exclusive jurisdiction over the squares 
in 1895, and while members have yielded 
an inch here and a foot there they have 
been generally victorious. The commission 
was established by an act of the General 
Assembly, and until it is overridden by the 
Legislature is the final authority on the 
matter. 

Eight days after the colonists landed in 
1733, the first of Savannah's squares were 
staked out. They have served the city 
Since aS commons and parks and play- 
grounds. Under the landscaping program 
of the Park and Tree Commission they have 
become Savannah’s trademarks. Live oaks, 
sycamores, azaleas and palms have been 
planted by the thousands. In the winter, 
Savannah is green when other cities are 
bleak. In the spring her streets are bright 
with blossoms. And in the summer when 
asphalt is melting in the streets of Atlanta, 
Macon and Columbus, Savannah is blessed 
with shade. 

Some want to round the corners of the 
squares to ease the flow of traffic. Others 
want to cut them through, as they did years 
ago on Montgomery St. (Montgomery St. 
now has all the charm of Spring St., At- 
lanta.) A few, a very few, have suggested 
that the squares be paved to provide more 
parking space. 

The Bull St. squares seem safe forever, 
for they are centered with monuments, and 
even the most inspired progressive would 
think twice before paving over the bones of 
Tomochichi. But for the other squares, it’s 
the automobile against the tree, and which 
is the most important. 

‘If anybody wants to live in Vidalia, let 
him move there,’’ said a pro-tree business- 
man. 

There is a great deal of virtue in what 
he says. Unsquared and defoliated, Savan- 
nah could very well change its name to 
North Jacksonville, Ga.

1. A willingness to negotiate with Rus- 
sia, provided always, of course, that she 
give some real evidence of good faith, at 
long last. 

2. AS an earnest expression of our good 
intent, the projection of a nonaggression 
pact to guarantee us and Western Europe 
from Russia and Russia from the West. 
This would at the same time, as Mr. Ste- 
venson sees it, challenge the sincerity of 
Russia’s protestations of peaceful aims in 
the eyes of the world. 

3. Taking up once again, if a solid foot- 
ing can be established between Russia and 
the West, of the overwhelming issue em- 
bodied in the A and H-bombs in the effort 
to formulate an international agreement 
for outlaw of those weapons and general 
disarmament. As Secretary of State Dulles 
said to the United Nations recently, ‘‘There 
is no problem that compares with the cen- 
tral, universal problem of saving the human 
race from extinction.” 

Since Russia’s hydrogen explosion, in 
fact, the design for a blueprint of positive 
action has been piecing itself together, or 
so it seems at least on backward glance. 
This has come from a series of declara- 
tions of top leaders in both of our political 
parties, some of which were overlooked or 
underplayed at the time. Those who have 
spoken out include Secretary Dulles and, 
on behalf of the Democrats, Mr. Stevenson, 
former President Truman and former Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson. Though too 
much significance might be read into their 
words, a common impulse that is hearten- 
ing runs through them. 

Thus Secretary Dulles put forth the non- 
aggression pact idea which finally caught 
the headlines, belatedly, last weekend when 
President Eisenhower told Adlai Stevenson 
that it was being considered by the admin- 
istration along with all other proposals.

Pulse of the Public 


Georgia Power Company Head Says 
His Concern Has Reduced Its Rates 


Atlanta—In your editorial in last Fri- 
day’s Constitution, ‘‘Must the Utilities Cut 
Own Throats?’’, you 
been regular and steady increases in the 


state: ‘‘There’ have 


cost to consumers of electric power... .”’ 
And again, ‘‘Power companies are not suf- 
fering in this regard, either, and yet peti- 
tions for rate have become 
habitual.”’ 

While no reference is made to the Geor- 
gia Power Co. by name, your readers must 
certainly have assumed you were writing 
about this company. 

You may be interested in the following 
comparison of today’s residential electric 
rates of the Georgia Power Co. with those 
of 20 years ago for varying levels of con- 
sumption:

40 KWH

These are the consumption levels used 
by the Federal Power Commission in mak- 
ing rate comparisons. 

Since the organization of the Georgia 
Power Co. in 1927, we have petitioned the 
Public Service Commission for only two 
general rate increases. One of these in- 
creases, granted at the end of 1948, added 
26 cents a month to the price of residential 
electric service. The other, granted in 
1952, added a maximum of 25 cents a month 
on bills for consumption up to 500 kilowatt 
hours a month. This was the maximum 
increase for over 90 per cent of our cus- 
tomers, who use 500 kilowatts a month, or 
less. (On separate electric water-heating 
rates there was an additional increase of 
30 cents a month.) 

Against these two small increases, we 
have had numerous reductions during this 
26-year interval. 

In our business it is not possible to keep 
increased cost out of our rate structure in- 
definitely, any more than it is possible in

your business to keep increased costs out 
of your subscription price and advertising 
rates. I believe, though, that we have done 
a pretty fair job of holding prices down.

Wishful Thinkers Predict Warren 
Vote for Wider Red Promoter Rein 


WASHINGTON—Earl Warren, former 


governor of California, is now Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States, which means— 
or ought to mean—that he is out of the 
political arena where a count of the influ- 
ences of pressure groups or a count of noses 
in a legislative body brings decisions on 
national policy. Yet, already predictions are 
coming from’ wishful eile 
thinkers that the new Setar. 
member of the Supreme 

Court will vote to re- 

verse the court’s po- 

sition on civil liberties 

and give a wider rein 

to the promoters of 

Communist imperialism 

inside America. 

Too many people 
have been influenced by 
the late President ee 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to believe that it’s 
too much trouble to amend the Consti- 
tution in the manner provided in the docu- 
ment itself and that the nine justices are 
endowed with a mandate to change the 
Constitution in accordance with the views 
of changing administrations or pressure 
groups. 

If the American people really want to 
amend the Constitution and a substantial 
majority favors it, the process has proved 
in the past to be relatively rapid. 

More harm has been done by the al- 
leged witticism that ‘‘the Supreme Court 
follows the election returns’’ than by any 
other single fallacy about a lack of inde- 
pendence in the judiciary unless perhaps it 
is the frequent misuse of. a quotation 
uttered once by Charles Evans Hughes and 
repeatedly taken out of context. 

That quotation, distorted again and 
again, even by Franklin Roosevelt, was as 
follows: ‘‘The Constitution is what the 
judges say it is.’ It was never uttered by 


Mr. Hughes while he was on the bench but 
during an extemporaneous speech while he 
was governor of New York. Placed in its 
proper context, the quotation merely meant 
that he felt it was the primary duty of the 
Supreme Court justices to interpret the 
Constitution and that they were too busy 
doing this to be required to decide public- 
utility cases of an administrative nature. 
Mr. Hughes bitterly resented the misuse 
of that quotation by Mr. Roosevelt and 


told this correspondent it was used out of 
context. He said: ‘‘The inference that I 
was picturing constitutional interpretation 
by the courts as a matter of judicial 
caprice ... was farthest from my thought. 
I was emphasizing the importance of main- 
taining the courts in the highest public es- 
teem as our final judicial] arbiters and the 
inadvisability of needlessly exposing them 
to criticism and disrespect by throwing 
upon them the burden of dealing with 
purely administrative questions.’’ 

The words doubtless will be quoted 
again and again to support the thesis of a 
certain school of thought which mistakenly 
holds that after all there are nine votes on 
the Supreme Court and that decisions are 
made by reason of political predilections 
or ideological prejudices. 

There may be some men who have been 
on the bench and decided questions that 
way; but the American people sincerely 
hope that Earl Warren will not be one of 
them and that he will be guided by his 
conscience and not by legislative or po- 
litical impulses. 

The Supreme Court again and again 
has said that it is not the duty of the court 
to revise existing laws or to make new 
laws, that the remedy for bad laws is to 
be found at the ballot box, and that the 
best way to amend the Constitution is by 
the means provided in the Constitution it- 
self;

When in the midst of our studies we bee 
came hopelessly confused with theological 
terminology, a wise and knowing professor 
said: ‘‘Boys, you'll never be able to ‘prove’ 
the existence of God until you submit yours 
selves to His will and become partakers in 
His work, and then you'll need no ‘proof.” 
Open your heart to His spirit and He will 
interpret Himself through the task at hand.” 

When a devout Christian was asked why 
she believes in God, she answered: ‘‘I have 
three reasons for believing in God—the light 
in some people’s eyes; the sense of honor, 
and the joy which follows a complete sure 
render to a cause that is greater than self.” 
That kind of answer may not be theologi- 
cally convincing, but it is surely true te 
human experience. 

Can you believe in God because of the 
light in some people’s eyes? We read that 
the face of Stephen, one of the first Chris- 
tian martyrs, shone even as his persecutors 
tormented him. And that light has shone 
from the eyes of consecrated Christians 
each of us has known. It is a glow which 
the world cannot give; it is a gift which 
faith in God brings to those who love Him. 
Do you need a more convincing evidence of 
God's existence? 

Can you believe in God because of sense 
of honor? I don’t mean a shallow honor, 
the flag-waving patriotism of a summer- 
time soldier who offers only lip service. 
But that deep loyalty to truth which makes 
a man risk and at times sacrifice his life 
rather than renounce what is right. -. Is 
genuine honor possible in a godless world? 

Can you believe in God because of the 
joy that comes with the surrender of one- 
self to a cause greater than self? Self- 
surrender is not characteristic of the god- 
less. But Christians, disciples af One who 
surrendered Himself to a cross for the sake 
of humanity, have ever lived primarily for 
their neighbors and their God. The deeper 
their faith the more generous is their self- 
surrender. Only God can put So tremen- 
dous a dedication in the heart of man. 

If you cannot comprehend the language 
of theology, you'll find sufficiently convince 
ing ‘‘proofs’’ of God’s existence ir the lives 
of those who love Him.

Deserve a Hand 


If outright physical limitation is a requi- 
site to the office, then the president of the 
Atlanta chapter of the American Federation 
for the Physically Handicapp 
The AFPH’s head man repeage 
in Atlanta has no hands, 
his legs are off well 
above the knees. He is 
a quadruple amputee, a 
basket case. Yet he 
came the other day to 
The Constitution offices 
on the fifth floor entire- 
ly on his own. Lack of 
limbs is offset by a high 
intelligence, an educa- 
tion, a chin that’s up fe *% 
and an “electric chair.’”’ The president of 
the AFPH “‘local’’ is J. Rosemond Cook, 
52-year-old Negro. Atlanta born, J. ‘Rosé 
mond went through high school heme and 


‘to Morehouse College. He got a job as mail 


carrier. He was doing all right. Them one 
day when he came in from his mail route, 
he noticed that a toe didn't feel right. It 
felt like it was asleep. The conditionggrew 
worse. 7 

Soon the young man learned the bad 
news. He had become a victim of Berger's 
disease. The nerves in the extremitiess col- 
lapse, the circulation stops. Gangrene; sets 
in, the affected areas must be cut away. 


The first amputation was in 1936. They 
followed successively through 1951 as the 
malignancy took its toll. Now there is hope 
that the disease has been checked.
